Dango, [p58] 

Sweet dumplings made from pounded rice and formed into balls. Often 
served with various coatings and toppings including mitarashi, sesame 
seeds, and soybean flour. 


Mitarashi, [psg] 

A thick, sweet soy sauce glaze and a common coating for dango.
